One nervous- 
ty inclined soldier very seriously 
admonished his comrades that if 
any present had not made their 
peace, calling and election sure it 
is really time they were about it, 
for many would not leave thatholc 
alive. Not long after this admon¬ 
ition another was hea'rd singing 
with much feeling apparently: 

“O land of rest fc [hoc I sigh, 
When will thc moment come. 
When I shall lay my armor by _ 
And be at peace and home? 

“O this world is not my Home, 
This world is not my nome, 

This world is a wilderness of woe 
This world is not my home.” 

It was arranged by Captain Fe¬ 
lix Hull and others to have relig¬ 
ious services in a grove just out¬ 
side and above the town. At 10 
a. m. quite a number of persons

I determined to visit the army 
on Sewell, and to fravel in my 
taking with a man servant. Ft-eh 
ing sure that clothing would not 
be needed by thc Kanawha sol¬ 
diers, I concluded to take only 
some good things to eat for my 
brother, and to make the bulk of 
my baggage to consist of hospit¬ 
al supplies, and prominent among 
these, lint, and bandages, and 
whiskey. 

Just before starting West from 
my home in Rockingham, where 
I then lived, I attended a meeting 
of Lexington Presbytery in Au¬ 
gusta County, where occurred a 
little incident which has afforded 
amusement tq^ good many peo¬ 
ple. 1 stated on the floor of the 
Presbytery that I was about start¬ 
ing on a visit to the Army of Ka¬ 
nawha, and could take letters or 
smalf packages^, and that contri¬ 
butions for hospital use would be 
acceptable, especially lint and 
bandages and whiskey. Dr Mc¬ 
Farland, who was noted for his 
saintly character, promptly rose 
and made a little address substan¬ 
tially. as follows: 

“Moderator—The brother who 
is going on his errand of mercy 
lias told us of the need of whiskey 
in tKe Army hospitals- I wish to 
add how important it is tlfat whis¬ 
key should be pure, honestly 
made, without any deleterious sub 
stance being used in the manufac¬ 
ture. There is a gentleman in my 
congregation, Mr Bumgardner, 
whose distillery is quite nearto my 
church, and, by the way, his wife 
is one of my most useful members 
and he Is a man whose word la 
never doubted by any one who 
knows him. Mr Bumgardner as¬ 
sures me that his whiskey is en¬ 
tirely pure, free from every dele¬ 
terious substance—indeed it has

C., but the custom is supposed by 
historians to be of much greater 
antiquity. It almost created a di¬ 
vision in the Christian church at 
an early day, but at present the 
Abyssianians are the only Chris¬ 
tian people who practice circttntcts 
ion. 

On the other hand the gfea'er 
portion of the world's population 
make a practice of it.

Cape of Good Hope, including the 
black tribes of Africa arc circum¬ 
cised, as also arc many of the na¬
